1940  INTRODUCTIONS 


We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  introduce  to  the  fuchsia 
world  the  following  fine  varieties  from  the  garden  of 
Mr.  G.  Niederholzer,  famous  as  the  originator  of  Sun¬ 
set,  Blue  Moon,  Pewee  Rose  and  other  fine  fuchsias. 

Shown  in  the  Hall  of  Flowers  on  Treasure  Island 
and  at  meetings  of  many  garden  clubs  in  the  Bay  re¬ 
gion,  the  following  five  fuchsias  are  distinct  from 
any  now  in  the  trade.  Descriptions  by  Mr.  Nieder¬ 
holzer. 

BLACK  PRINCESS  (G.  Niederholzer)— The  very 
darkest  purple,  wide  open  single  corolla;  red  sepals. 
Greatly  admired  at  the  Hall  of  Flowers. 

FIREFLY  (G.  Niederholzer) — Distinct  because  of  its 
almost  luminous  vivid  red  color,  calix  and  corolla 
of  the  same  tone.  Most  prolific  bloomer,  great  flower 
clusters  on  a  strong  plant. 

NEW  FASCINATION  (G.  Niederholzer)— Superior 
to  the  old  one ;  much  larger,  more  brilliant  rose  pink 
flowers;  very  floriferous.  A  strong  plant  with  stiff 
branches  and  fine  foliage. 

PRINCESITA  (G.  Niederholzer)  —  An  excellent 
basket  variety  with  white  tube  and  long,  gracefully 
curved  sepals,  deep  rose  corolla.  A  flower  of  ex¬ 
quisite  shape  and  abundant  bloom. 

PINK  BALLOON  (G.  Niederholzer) — So  named  for 
its  big  pink  balloon  shaped  buds.  A  very  large 
flower  with  fluffy  white  corolla.  In  spite  of  the  size, 
the  flowers  are  produced  very  freely. 

Plants  of  these  five  new  fuchsias  at  $1.00  each  in  4 
inch  pots  or  $4.50  for  the  set.  Strong  plants  in  2^/4 
inch  pots,  75c  each,  five  for  $3.35.

MRS.  VICTOR  REITER  (Reiter,  Sr.)— Corolla  pure 
crimson,  fading  to  white  at  extreme  base,  long  tube 
and  sepals  creamy  white,  occasionally  tinted  pale 
rose.  Considered  the  most  perfect  of  the  many  red 
and  white  bicolors.  Weeping  habit.  Highly  recom¬ 
mended. 


ROSE  PILLAR  (Reiter,  Jr.) — Single  corolla  neyron 
rose  edged  geranium  lake,  recurved  sepals  neyron 
rose  tipped  green.  An  entirely  new  color  among  the 
seifs.  Vigorous  grower. 

DR.  JOHN  GALLWEY  (Reiter,  Sr.) — Double  corolla 
white,  veined  at  base  with  rose  madder,  sepals  red. 
Exceptionally  large  flower.

1939  INTRODUCTIONS 

and  other  selected  varieties 

W  e  had  all  of  these  varieties  on  trial  in  our  garden 
last  year  and  some  of  them  since  1937.  A  few  are 
comparatively  new;  others  are  old-time  varieties  in 
number  of  years,  but  still  the  best  of  their  type.  Each 
one  deserves  a  place  in  your  garden. 

ABBEY  FAROES  —  Double  corolla  silvery  lilac, 
sepals  deep  pink;  upright  grower  and  very  free 
flowering.  Flowers  of  medium  size. 

ANTIGONE — Single  corolla  pink,  flushed  glowing 
orange;  tube  and  sepals  white.  Strong  grower, 
luxurious  foliage.  Very  attractive  coloring.  2% 
inch  pots,  35c;  4  inch  pots,  50c. 

BLUE  MOON  (G.  Niederholzer) — Semi-double  co¬ 
rolla  nearest  to  true  blue,  sepals  and  tube  bright 
red.  Well  shaped  corolla,  long  sepals. 

BRENTWOOD  (E.  &  R.) — Double  corolla  snowy 
white,  sepals  and  tube  white.  Plants  are  of  low 
growth,  compact  and  bushy,  ideal  for  pot  culture. 
Needs  more  shade  than  most  varieties.  The  world’s 
first  all  white  double  fuchsia.  2%  inch  pots,  35c; 
4  inch  pots,  50c. 

CALIFORNIA  (E.  &  R.)  —  Single  corolla  orange, 
sepals  coral  pink.  It  is  one  of  the  very  few  strong 
growing  orange  fuchsias.  Try  this  one  as  a  stand¬ 
ard  or  tree  shape  plant. 

CLAIRE  DE  LUNE — Single  corolla  very  short,  sal¬ 
mon  orange;  sepals  and  long  tube  orange  pink. 
Strong  grower  with  large,  broad  leaves. 

CLARET  CUP  (Dr.  Lagen) — Single  corolla  rose 
claret,  recurved  sepals  pale  carmine.  Many  con¬ 
sider  Claret  Cup  the  best  one  of  the  Cascade  sisters. 
2*/^  inch  pots,  35c;  4  inch  pots,  50c. 


COUNTESS  OF  ABERDEEN— Single  corolla  white, 
sepals  waxy  white  if  grown  in  quite  a  shady  place, 
in  a  sunny  location  sepals  are  more  pink.  Low, 
compact  plants,  deep  green  foliage.  One  of  the 
most  admired.  2^/^  inch  pots,  35c. 

ERECTA  NOVELTY— Single  corolla  light  pink  to 
rose,  sepals  white.  Great  novelty  because  the  flow¬ 
ers  are  held  erect.  2^^  inch  pots,  35c. 

FORMOSISSIMA — Single  corolla  soft  rose  pink, 
tube  and  sepals  creamy  white.  Very  fine. 

G.  MONK — Double  corolla  light  blue,  sepals  rose. 
Flowers  of  distinct  type  with  reflexed  sepals  and 
irregular  placed  petals.  Dwarf  and  compact. 

GYPSY  QUEEN — Double  corolla  rosy  mauve,  sepals 
deep  red.  An  excellent  fuchsia  with  enormous 
flowers.  One  of  the  best  and  largest. 

HARLEQUIN  (Hazard) — Corolla  deep  violet  striped 
with  rose  red;  sepals  long  and  slender,  curled 
and  twisted,  rose  red.  Form  of  flower  quite  dis¬ 
tinctive.  Recommended.  2*^  inch  pots,  35c. 

HAUTE  MONDE  (Hazard)— Single  corolla  tyrian 
rose,  sepals  white  flushed  rose.  Well  worth  a  trial 
in  your  garden.  2%  inch  pots,  35c. 

HENRY  POINCARE— Single  corolla  violet  blue, 
sepals  red.  Beautiful  bell-shaped  flower. 

JUPITER  (syn.  Dancing  Girl) — Single  corolla  violet 
purple,  sepals  red.  Spreading  petals. 

LORD  BYRON — Single  corolla  deepest  purple,  sepals 
scarlet.  One  of  the  very  best. 

MME.  J.  FEUILLET— Corolla  white,  heavily  flushed 
pink,  sepals  deep  pink.  Recommended. 

MRS.  DESMOND  (Mrs.  Desmond) — Double  corolla 
deep  “smoky”  lilac,  also  described  as  light  amparo 
purple;  sepals  rose  red.  Free  flowering.  A  sensa¬ 
tion  in  the  Hall  of  Flowers  during  1939.  Without 
doubt  one  of  the  finest  of  fuchsias. 

MRS.  RUNDLE — Single  short  corolla  bright  orange, 
very  long  tube  and  long  pointed  sepals  pale  salmon. 
Outstanding  in  the  orange  group. 

MRS.  GIDEON  BROWN— Double  corolla  violet  pur¬ 
ple,  sepals  scarlet.  Very  large  and  of  fine  form. 

MU-LAN  (Hazard) — Corolla  white,  veined  pink  at 
base,  sepals  pink.  Reflexed  sepals,  petals  serrated. 
Free  flowering.  Highly  recommended.  2%  inch 
pots,  35c;  4  inch  pots,  50c. 


OTTO — Single  to  semi-double  corolla  blue  purple, 
broad  sepals  crimson  scarlet.  Large  flower,  very 
floriferous.  Should  be  in  every  garden. 

PATTY  EVANS  (E.  &  R.)— Double  corolla  pure 
white,  sepals  waxy  white  tinted  soft  rose.  Flowers 
of  good  substance  and  form;  vigorous  and  blooms 
freely.  The  best  in  this  group.  Replaces  Rolla. 

PERKY  (Hazard) — Single  corolla  pink,  sepals  white 
tipped  pink.  Medium  size  flower  freely  produced. 
Try  this  one,  it’s  different.  2^/2  inch  pots,  35c;  4 
inch  pots,  50c. 

PEWEE  ROSE  (G.  Niederholzer)— Single  corolla 
and  sepals  a  self  intense  light  rose.  Macrostemma 
hybrid,  long  willowy  branches  and  an  abundance 
of  beautiful  medium  small  flowers. 

PRIDE  OF  EXETER— Semi-double,  long  corolla  of 
rose,  suffused  and  streaked  with  orange  at  base  of 
petals.  Long,  large  sepals  light  rose.  W ell  shaped, 
very  large  flowers  in  great  abundance. 

ROBERT  BLATRY— Corolla  white  shaded  rose, 
long  tube,  pointed  sepals  white.  A  superb  fuchsia. 

ROSE  OF  DENMARK— Single  corolla  soft  lustrous 
rose  pink,  tube  and  sepals  soft  pink.  V ery  beautiful 
and  a  great  favorite. 

ROYAL  PURPLE  —  Semi  -  double  corolla  intense 
velvety  purple,  tube  and  sepals  bright  scarlet.  The 
richest  colored  of  all  the  double  fuchsias. 

SESSIONS  ROSE  PHENOMENAL  (Introduced  by 
Hazard)— Double  fluffy  corolla  lavender  mauve, 
outside  petals  heavily  flushed  and  streaked  rose 
pink  and  flesh.  Sepals  reflexed,  curled,  rose  red. 
Light  yellowish  green  foliage.  Without  doubt  a  re¬ 
markable  flower.  inch  pots,  35c;  4  inch  pots,  50c. 

STARLIGHT— Single  corolla  deep  rose,  sepals  and 
tube  white.
